Chat, is it pollible that the 
auntient emmitie ſo long time continued betwirt Armatrites 
and thee, ſhauld thus ſuddenly be grown to ſo famtliat an at- 
tonement, as that thou canſt be contented not only of an old 
foe to make a ner friend, but alſo ſo kind hearted as tu holde 
Thetis with him {a comms ꝰ thou challẽging thy pꝛopertie by 
night, and he chambering her as pzoperly by daye: it is (be⸗ 
like ) his office to keepe her warme in bed, whilſt thou (foxthy 
bead as watrãt able as thy game) art hunting abꝛode.

Let not my gracious Lozd ( ſaith Philargus) take offerice 
at che vould iutruſion of ſo vaſe a perſon, who not finding a 
ny one friend to pzeferre my ſute to pour Pighneſſe, am my 
ſelfe enfozced to be the pzeferrer and pleader of a moſt true 
accuſation againſt a molt falſe offender, whoſe loftie coun* 
tenance, betug much, doth carrie out his lewde conſcience, 
being moze . Foz knowe {gracious Lob that J inding 
mine abilitie inſufficient to tee an Aduoc ate to attempt an 
Action, much leſſe to hould wage with fo wealthie a defen- 
vant as is mine Aduerſarie, endeauouted by perſonall peti⸗ 
tion to moue, if it had been poſſible, my owne pitifu!l cauſe 
efo2e the pitileſſe Magiſtt ates: but (alas) as if viſtreſled 
pouerty had been oner ſmal puniſhment to me other wiſe op⸗

Pooze Philargus, foozthwich enjoyed the benefic of this 
ſentence, andthe Ring finding by further-conference & try⸗ 
all, chat he neither wanted Gentrie to match with his gra⸗ 
uitie, no2 pet diſcretion to deale in matters of eſtate; after a 
ſhozt time adnaunced him to high Offices in publique go⸗ 
uernument: In whome (then pzoficing with double pzaiſe, 
that is, hy wiſedome, which euermoze cd mendeth it ſelfe, 
and Authozitie, which vnto whome ſoeuer it hapneth wile 
oz witleſſe neuer wanteth fanourers oz at the leaſt wiſe flat 
terers) was verefied this ſaping, wiſedome without riches 
and aut hozitie is as a Diamonde raked vp in a Donghill, 
It followeth now that ſom what be ſaid what in this meane 
while became of Alcippe, and alſo what afterwards beſell 
to her, Opheltes, and Phæmonoe.

cauſe, nature woulde not ſuffer him to ſit in Judgement a⸗ 
gainſt Alcippe his owne and onely child, with an heart 
 therefoze melting with ſozrow he dilmiſſed both Pꝛiſoners 
his preſence,pzocuring their cauſe to be determine d by the 
King in his owne perſon, Philargus (good old man) in the 
meane while, by ſo much the moe ſuſpending his top in that

knowledge thece to finde thoſe 
perſous toʒ whome they lvught, ſo in this their ſapling they 
did not pꝛeciſely obſecue any direct courſe, but entred now 
and than into ſuch adiacent Seas, Creckee and Channels, 
into which likelyhoods, pꝛolit pleaſure oꝛ neceſſicic did cars 
ric them: So that in riding vppon the floud 7, which j ) 
doth deupde the Scythiaus from the Sarmatiar's, they coaſt 
by a verpe pleaſaunt aud delectable Jland he re did they 
Lande their men, in purpoſe to haue then taken in 
freſhe water and other pꝛouigion. But karre had they
